New Building Societies and 
Land Investment Compinies gro daily 
apringig up, and erecting costly build- 
ing for offices, bat J-am_ afraid’ the 
thing i: being overdone, All are buying 
for a rise, ond in many, very many, 
cases tlo rigo will never come, There will 
be a grind smash econ. : 

We lave been. blessed with an abundance 
of rainof late, and it has come none too 
soon. The air was pregnant with failures ; 
wool aud tallow. were cheap,. dirt cheap, 
but better times are riow lvoming. The 
glorious news of 2 rise ‘in wool of 25 per 
cent and afso a firmer tone in the world’s 
markets for our .othor atnples have given ua 
renewed life. : 

Ther are abominable compounds sold 
here cilled tea which I believe to be the 
verituble *Maloo Mixture.’ Tho. used-up. 
leaves collected from the various tea houses 
is dried on tho tops. of the houses’ in the 
Maloo at Shanghai and elsowhere,. indi- 
goed md refired:in tho hovels beneath 
and amuggled. to. Hongiong as potatoe in 
basketé, whore, unknown to the euthoritics 
it is picked in nice’ chests and half-cheats 
aud labelled ‘Scented Orange’ Pekoe’ or 
something of that sort. After passing the 
Customs here it is. sold for 2/. per pound 
with 4lbs..of sugar thrown in for nothing. 


4 Doubthss thera are some good teas shipped 


to this market, but that such abominable 
rubbish should’bo allowed to pass into con- 
aumption hero, speaks little to the credit of, 
our Qustom House officials. ‘Tho Vietoriai 
authorities ato not so lux, and o large ship- 
ment of the abomination which was refused 
admission into Melbourne, was allowed to 
be landod hore without remark. I betieva 
that moro tea is consumed in the Colonies, 
per hesd of ‘population, than in any Euro. 
pean community, but the poor man’s cup is 
often such’ as, will neither ‘cheer nor in- 
ebriate,’ :
